FIGHTING THE FLOOD 


HE month of March, 1936, is indelibly recorded in Buxton's 
T history as a period that put to supreme test the courage, 
bravery and perseverance of the people in combating the 
greatest flood that ever threatened the Saco river valley towns. 

A warm rain, a great depth of snow and the breaking up of 
an unusually heavy field of ice created a combination that 
defied resistance. Rapidly the river rose, overflowed it banks, 
surmounted bulkheads, flooded highways, uprooted trees, swept 
away bridges, toppled buildings and drove many families from 
their homes. 

The West Buxton bridge went out during the peak of the 
flood, the Hollis wooden section going first, and only one of 
the steel spans on the Buxton side remained when the water 
receded. 

The two electric power stations were out of commission, the 
equipment in one of them being almost entirely under water. 
For several days a torrent poured over the station bulkhead into 
the street, reducing to a ragged gully the slope of Hargraves 
hill, and a considerable portion of the main street of the village. 

The woolen mill, whose renewed activity had given new cour- 
age and great hope to the Town, was badly damaged, its boiler 
house demolished, the basement floor of the main mill uplifted 
and the machinery in that department swept from its founda- 
tions. Endeavors to again revive this much needed local indus- 
try are still in progress, with what measure of success is a matter 
of some doubt. 

At Bar Mills the steel bridge early succumbed. Stores and 
homes in the village were temporarily vacated and for a full 
week or more the only means of traffic through the main street 
was by boats. Considerable damage was done to the Rogers 
Fibre Company's plant, but, fortunately, that important indus- 
try was only temporarily crippled, and it has since been oper- 
ated at capacity, day and night. 

Hollis fared much worse than Buxton in permanent loss of 
homes. The finest spirit of neighborliness and sturdy citizenship 
was exemplified on both sides of the turbulent river throughout 
the strenuous siege. Communities co-operated valiantly in 
defense of the flood's ravages, and never once lost courage or 
fortitude. 

Higher and better bridges are now being rebuilt, cross-river 
communication is restored and these sister towns are looking 
forward with great anticipation to a renewal of normal condi- 
tions and an unhampered resumption of traffic over inter-state 
highway traffic routes. 

The pictures on the two following pages graphically tell the 
story of the flood. The bridge at Salmon Falls, which barely 
escaped destruction, has for ten months served as the only con- 
necting link across the Saco river, on Inter-State Highway Route

LOOKING BACKWARD 


There is fascination in looking over town reports of 
long ago, some of which may have been distinctive in their 
brevity and their lack of information in lines of municipal 
stewardship that are now considered of real importance. 
Such a document was the annual report of a York County 
town published in 1872, a well preserved copy of which is 
in the private collection of an esteemed Buxton citizen. 


It consists of only six printed pages, chiefly devoted to 
itemized accounts relating to support of poor, both on and 
off the town farm, and the values of products raised 
thereon ; a list of highway expenses; and a general table of 
appropriations and expenditures. $8,124.04 was the total 
amount committed for collection. $1,600.00 of this was 
for the support of schools and the total of $93.40 was 
received from the State as the school refund. 


Evidently human nature was as prone to error in those 
days of sixty-odd years ago as in the present age of mathe- 
matical requirement, for the six-page town report in ques- 
tion concluded with a starred footnote, in smallest type, 


imparting this information: 


“By mistake in the report of ’71, $802.84 due the 
several school districts was not added to the town 
debt. Also an order dated Nov. 28, 1868, the amount 
of which was $300, was shown on the check book only 
$3, which made an error of $338.71 (principal and 
interest) making $1,141.55, which accounts in part 
for the apparent increase of thé public debt. Other 
errors must have occurred in said report as the 
appropriations amount to more than the expendi- 
tures with the interest on the public debt added, as 
will be seen by the report.”

TAX ASSESSMENT 


In fixing the amount of the total tax to be assessed by 
the town, the selectmen consider the State tax (fixed by the 
State) ; the County tax (fixed by the County) ; the money 
raised for common schools, for which a minimum amount 
for each inhabitant is set by the State; and all other 
money voted at the annual town meeting, to be raised for 
the ensuing year. 


CONTINGENT ACCOUNT 


We have put only the salaries of town officers in this 
account. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACCOUNT 


All orders which come under no other regular or special 
account are placed in this one. 


INTEREST ON BONDS AND BEQUESTS 


These two accounts have no relation to each other and 
should be kept under separate title. 

Instead of continually paying interest on the Hanson 
Fund and the Buxton Cemetery Fund, an effort should be 


made to re-establish these funds and eta interest therefrom 
used as intended. 


DISTRIBUTION OF AUTOMOBILE FEES 


1st—To retire highway loan bonds. 

2nd-—To pay interest on highway loan bonds. 

3rd—Expenses of State highway police. 

4th—Balance of fees to State highway maintenance 
and administration.

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STATE STATUTES FOR REGISTRATION 
AND LICENSING OF DOGS 


——— 


Dogs to be Registered, Numbered, and Lacensed 


Section 158. Every owner or keeper, on the first day 
of April, of a dog more than four months old, shall 
annually before the tenth day of said April, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described, and licensed for one year 
commencing with the first day of April aforesaid, in the 
office of the clerk of the city or town where said dog is kept, 
and shall keep around its neck a collar distinctly marked 
with the owner’s name and its registered number, and shall 
pay to said clerk for a license the sum of one dollar and 
fifteen cents for each male dog and for each female dog 
incapable of producing young so kept, and five dollars and 
fifteen cents for each female dog capable of producing 
young. Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog 
after the first day of April, not duly licensed as herein 
required, shall within ten days after he becomes the owner 
or keeper of said dog, cause said dog to be described and 
licensed as provided above. Every owner or keeper of 
dogs, kept for breeding purposes, may receive annually a 
special kennel license authorizing him to keep said dogs for 
said purpose, provided he keeps said dogs within a proper 
‘enclosure. When the number of dogs so kept does not 
exceed ten, the fee for such license shall be ten dollars and 
_ fifteen cents; when the number of dogs so kept exceeds ten, 

‘the fee for such license shall be twenty dollars and fifteen 
cents and no fees shall be required for the dogs of such 
owner or keeper under the age of six months. Dogs covered 
by kennel license shall be exempted from the provisions of 
this section requiring registration, numbering, and 
collaring. 
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Penalty for Keeping Unlicensed Dog 


Section 161. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the 
provisions of this chapter shall forfeit ten dollars, five of 
which shall be paid to the complainant and five to the 
treasurer of the town in which the dog is kept, and in 
addition thereto shall pay the cost of prosecution. 


' Warrants to be Issued to Officers to Kill Unlicensed Dogs 


Section 162. The mayor of each city and the municipal 
officers of each town or plantation shall annually within 
ten days from the first day of May issue a warrant, 
returnable on the first day of June following, to one or 
more police officers or constables, directing them to proceed 
forthwith either to kill or cause to be killed all dogs within 
said city, town, or plantation not licensed, collared or 
enclosed according to the provisions of this chapter, and 
said constable or police officer shall or any other person 
may enter complaint against the owner or keeper thereof. 
On the first day of June the mayors of cities and the 
municipal officers of towns and plantations shall issue to 
one or more police officers or constables a warrant return- 
able on the first Monday of the following February, direct- 
ing said police officers or constables to kill or cause to be 
killed forthwith any dog not licensed or collared according 
to the provisions of this chapter and to enter complaint, 
against the owner or keeper thereof. 
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School Report 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 


the Town of Buxton: 


The annual report is herewith submitted : 


Much has been accomplished in the last few years for 
Educational Progress in the schools. The curriculum has 
been enriched by new subject matter. The requirements 
for teacher certification have been increased, educational 
standards raised and better housing secured. Yet in many 
communities adequate support of schools has been lacking. 
A new school finance bill has been formulated by the 
Maine Teachers’ Association and the Maine Superintend- 
ents’ Association for the purpose of securing increased 
support for the schools and property tax relief and in- 
creased equalization funds for distressed communities. 
The amount of the State School Fund allocated to each 
community would be greatly increased by this measure— 
if passed. | | 

1. The new bill would provide the establishment of a 
minimum expenditure per unit of instruction of $783.00 
in elementary schools, $1,805.00 in secondary schools— 
one-half of this amount to be paid by the State. (A unit 
of instruction is a full-time teacher. ) 

2. Reimbursement of one-half of the cost of transporta- 
tion of elementary and secondary pupils NOT TO EX- 
CEED $30.00 per year per pupil. This plan would aid 
consolidation and encourage secondary school conveyance. 

3. Relieve the municipalities by a reduction in local 
appropriations with resulting reduction in property tax. 

In 1934 Buxton was allocated $2,682.00 State School 
Fund. On the basis of 1934 returns, Buxton would receive 
$6,708.00 (if this bill becomes a law). 
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REPAIRS 


Four of the elementary school buildings have been 
painted two coats of paint on the outside: Dearborn Hill, 
N. C. Watson, Shadigee and Bog Mill. It is a matter of 
satisfaction to keep all of our buildings in a good state of 
repair. These buildings now are not only more attractive 
in appearance, but further deterioration is prevented by 
painting. Two buildings, Bar Mills and the Duck Pond, 
should be painted next year. Temporary repairs have 
been made on the West Buxton building. Additional 
repairs should be made on this building in order to have a 
suitable room in which to maintain a school. 


It was necessary to increase the elementary school ex- 
penditures in order to maintain the West Buxton School. 
In addition to the teacher’s salary, there have been in- 
creased costs for repairs, fuel, Janitor, textbooks and sup- 
plies. Miss Ruth Braley, a graduate of Gorham Normal 
School, with three years’ training, was secured for this 
school; and satisfactory work has been accomplished, 
although the building has not been remodeled and 
equipped according to modern standards. 


The shades in two buildings, Bar Mills and Bog Mill, 
were in a very dilapidated condition and worn beyond 
repair. Draper adjustable shades of duck cloth were pur- 
chased for these buildings and they should last for years. 
The light is properly diffused through these shades, al- 
though the material is strong and durable. 

The pressure tank at the High School building, which 
has proved so unsatisfactory, was replaced by a new welded 
tank. The new tank purchased from the Maine Hardware 
and Plumbing Co. will prove much more durable than the 
riveted tank. 

HeattH Work anp Puysican Epucation 

It was a very constructive step in the line of preventive 
health work to have the Tuberculin Test for tuberculosis 
given in all the schools by Dr. A. G. Wiley. One reactor 
was found in an arrested case. Buxton is evidently a very 
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healthy community as far as tuberculosis is concerned. 
When reactors are found by this test, then remedial treat- 
ment may be given. 

The follow-up work from year to year, which is done 
at the School Clinic in the Buxton-Hollis Hospital, will be 
of great value to the individual child. Toxoid immuniza- ~ 
tion from diphtheria is now considered as a possible proj- 
ect for another year. 

Health training is very important because it affords 
untold possibilities for establishing life-long habits for 
health in each individual child. It reaches out to home 
and community. Health Education is too important to 
leave to incidental work. It has a definite place in the 
course of study. The care of health and the physical wel- 
fare of pupils should be a matter of first importance in the 
schools. The program should include lessons on “Safety 
on the Highways.” Great care concerning proper heating 
and ventilation should be exercised in each schoolroom to 
conserve the health of the children. 


We have appreciated the continued support of our 
schools and the appropriation which makes possible the 
School Clinic and the health work for the benefit of the 
school children, and the codperation of the teachers.

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Report of School Clinic at Buxton-Hollis 
Hospital 


~ Our School Clinic, conducted on the same scale as in 
previous years, continues to be a success. 


There were fourteen Dental Clinics held during the 
summer. Sixty-six children were examined and had vari- 
ous amounts of work done on their teeth. The percentage 
of attendance for the Buxton children was not quite as 
high as the previous year, but we attributed that fact to 
the extra distance which the children had to travel on 
account of the lack of a bridge. Actual work on the sixty- 
six children amounted to approximately three hundred 
dollars. In addition to the regular clinics held during the 
summer, quite a bit of extraction is done during the other 
months of the year. Dr. Morin of Biddeford, who has been 
with us now for several years, conducted the Dental 
Clinics. 

Nine children had tonsils and adenoids removed. A few 
others had treatments. A few people have taken advantage 
of the free-bed service. 


We would like to speak at this time about the work being 
done throughout the Nation for prevention of the serious 
epidemics starting in our schools. The prevention of 
Diphtheria, Measles, and to some extent Scarlet Fever, 
and the terrible scourge, Infantile Paralysis, is being 
studied constantly and some brilliant results have come 
about. 


That terrible epidemic of Infantile Paralysis, occurring 
last August in Alabama, Mississippi and Southern Tennes- 
see, was mitigated ia promptly stopped by preventive 
measures. 

We wish to call the attention of mothers and fathers 
and all our people to the fact that our hospital is equipped 
with trained workers and all equipment necessary for pro- 
phylaxis or prevention of these disastrous epidemics and 
shall be glad to give instructions to parents and teachers 
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and do preventive treatment in connection with the 
Clinics, especially in prevention of Diphtheria and In- 
fantile Paralysis. These preventive inoculations and 
treatments are absolutely harmless and cause no pain or 
sickness. 

We wish to urge our people to have children inoculated 
against Diphtheria before school begins, and if Infantile 
Paralysis breaks out anywhere near our part of the State 
to see that everyone gets preventive treatment. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank our several 
friends and benefactors. We sincerely thank all the 
doctors for their cooperation and assistance. We also 
extend thanks to the Sunshine Society of West Hollis, 
King’s Daughters of the River Road, the Dorcas Society 
and the Woman’s Magazine League of Bar Mills, to 
Maurice Goodson and all others for contributions and 
donations. Most especially do we wish to thank the 
women of Buxton and Hollis who worked so hard to make 
the two benefit dinners a success. From these dinners we 
received nearly seventy dollars, which was used for neces- 
sary supplies for the hospital.
